A CH-47 Chinook of the 
Army’s 147 Assault Support 
Helicopter Company logged 
1000 combat flying hours 
in the Republic of Vietnam 
recently, The record of 
1000 combat flying hours 
was attained while flying 
direct combat support for 
the Special Forces camp 
at Duc Hoa, 

The model 1965 Chinook. 
*996"’ arrived in country 
a year ago, August, At that

Crops 
Contaminated 
By Crotalaria 


Crotalaria, one praised 
as a prime legume for its 
soil building qualities, has 
now been placed on the soy- 
bean and corn farmer’s 
pest list. 

Extension Soybean Spe- 
clalist Dean Bond points 
out that a great percentage 
of corn and soybean meal 
are used in livestock and 
poultry feed. Crotalaria 
seed, when mixed into feed, 
are extremely toxic to live- 
stock and are particularly 
toxic to poultry since the 
smaller animals have a 
lower tolerance. 

The plant has beautiful 
bright yellow flowers simi- 
lar to the common garden 
sweet pea, says Bond, and 
is’ easily recognized in 
fields, 

When the infestation is 
light. * .nd-pulling the pest 
is the most effective way to 
prevent contamination and 
reseeding, Removing Crot- 
alaria from the rowends 
and border|areas alsohelps 
adds the Extension special- 
ist.

Dangerous Spider 
Recently Found 
In Alabama 


A poisonous spider po- 
tentlally more dangerous 
than the black widow has 
been found in parts of Ala~ 
bama, 

Extension Entomologist 
Dr, Roy J, Ledbetter says 
he has positively identified 
specimens sent from Flor- 
ence, Huntsville, Athens 
and Double Springs as the 
brown recluse spider, He 
has also received uncon- 
firmed reports from 


Mobile and Decatur, 
The spider is three-ten- 


ths to one-half inch long 
and varies in color from 
light brown to dark choco@ 
late brown, says Ledbetter, 
Identifying characteristics 
are three pairs of eyes 
arranged in a semicircle 
on the forepart of the head 
and a violin-shaped mark- 
ing immediately behind the 
eyes, 

The brown recluse 
spider likes dark corners, 
closets, storerooms, base-~ 
ments and garages--parte 
icularly those areas which 
are not cleaned often, 

Ledbetter adds that the 
spider is nonaggressive but 
bites when molested. De- 
pending upon the amount of 
venom injected and indivi- 
dual sensitivity, a victim 
may not be aware of the 
bite for two to three hours 
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or a painful reaction may 
occur immediately, 

A stinging sensation is 
usually followed by intense 
pain, Within the next 24 to 
36 hours fever, chills, 
weakness, nausea and vome 
iting are experienced, In 
case Of a bite, the victim 
should consult a physician 
immediately andif possible 
take the spider which 
caused the bite for positive 
identification, 


The brown recluse 
spider may be controlled 
with either DDT or chlor- 
dane, according to J_ede 
better, \pply to areas 


where they are found or 
suspected, Also spray door 
and window facings,
